Cheiago, as the second city in the 
United States, has a population slight- 
ly less than one-half that of New York. 
It probably exceeds Philadelphia by ap- 
proximately 1,000,000. 


City’s. Slowest Decade. 


The percentage of increase in the 
population of Chicago during the last 
ten years was less than during any 
other ten year period in the city’s 
history. It was slightly less than dur- 
ing the ten year period from 1900 to 
1910 and much below the ratio in 
previous ten year periods. 

Nevertheless Chicago’s rate of in- 
crease since 1910 was 5.7 per cent 
greater than New York’s during the 
same period. It was the second largest 
growth numerically in Chicago's his- 
tory, and was the third time Chicago 
had shown an increase of more than 
half.a million. 


Record by Decades. 

The first census on record shows a 
population for Chicago, in 1840 of 
4.479. It jumped during the next ten 
years 570.3 per cent to 28,269 in 1850. 

In the next ten years it increased 
264.6 per cent, the total in 1860 being 
109,206. The following ten years there 
was a jump of 173.6 per cent, making 
a total of 298,977 in 1870. From 1870 
to 1880 the increase was 68.3 per cent, 
the total in the latter year being 503,- 
298. Then followed an increase of 18.6 
per cent, bringing a total of 1,099,850 
in 1890. From 1890 to 1900 the increase 
amounted to 54.4 per cent, the total in 
the latter year being 1,698,575. The 
population reached 2,185,283 in 1910, 
the increase during the ten year 
period being 28.7 per cent.

Lowden resolved to break the deadlock 
and announced release of his delegates. 
. The leaders were then convinced that 
Harding could be nominated at the 
afternoon session, and the selection of 
the vice presidential candidate was un- 
der consideration. Harding himself had 
called on Senator Johnson during the 
forenoon and was reported.to have 
-asked him to take second place on the 
ticket and in any event to assure him 
his good will. Johnson declined to take 
the nomination for vice president.”

When the convention reconvened the 
roll was called for the ninth time, and 
the Harding boomers lost no time in. 
getting into action. Connecticult start- | 
ed the ball rolling by switching thir-| 
teen Lowden votes to Harding.”

The Kansans seized their delegation 
standard and started on a ‘parade of | 
the hall, escorting a banner bearing a!

- tention, and the move, was generally 
thought to be a prearranged signal for 
the inauguration of a Harding stam- 


pede. 
Kentucky Leaves Lowden. 


The next sensation was produced |. 
when Kentucky was reached on the 
roll call and’ A. T. Hert, floor manager | 
for Lowden, announced: 1 

“Kentucky casts twenty-six votes 
for Harding.” |. 

The action of Fert signalized the 
elimination of mn New York 
threw sixty-six Votes to’ Harding, but 
Pennsylvania stood pat for Sproul. , 
The Ohioan had left both Wood and | 
Lowden far in the rear, but he was’ 
118% votes short of a majority when 
the ninth roll call was finished. 

Wood's vote had declined to 249, 
Lowden's to 121%, and Johnson's to 
$2. 

It was realized on all sides that 
Harding would go over the top on the 
next roll call and the utmost confusion 
reigned on the floor as the delegates 
made their preparations to jump on the 
band wagon. 

On the tenth and final roll call Illi- 
nois split up and twenty-two and one- 
fifth votes were delivered to Harding 
with Gov. Lowden’'s consent. He had 
known for several hours that his nom- 
ination was impossible and he had 
turned in to heelp Warren Harding. | 
There seventeen Illinois men, 
however, who still voted for Lowden, | 
and eighteen and four-fifths votes. 
were cast for Johnson. 

Indiana split up and delivered twen- 
ty-two of its thirty to Harding, and 
immediately thereafter Iowa went 
bodily from Lowden to the. Ohio sen- 
ator. Michigan split, giving twenty- 
five to Harding. 

Then New York cast sixty-eight for 
Harding and his victory was almost 
within his grasp. 


Ohio Solid First Time. 


There was a big demonstration of. 
enthusiasm for the candidate in the 
making when his own state, Ohio, 
voted for him solidly for the first time. 
Of the forty-eight Ohio delegates, nine 
had been voting their instructions gor 
Gen. Wood. Four others had deserted 
Harding on an earlier ballot, but they 
came back and were joine~ by the 
nine instructed Wood mc... 

It iad been noised about after the 
ninth ballot that Gov. Sproul had re. 
leased the Pennsylvania delegation 
from obligation to vote for him: and 
when the Keystone state was reached 
the convention knew Harding was 
about to reach the goal. Pennsylvania 
delivered sixty votes to Harding, and 
an outburst of cheers shook the raft- 
_ers, signalizing the fact that this ac- 
@ession had given the candidate more 
than a majority and consummated the 
nomination. 

When the jubilation was over the 
eytcome was stilled by Chairman 
Lodge’s gavel, the calilng of ite roll 
was quickly completed, and the nomi- 
‘nation of Harding officialiy announce. 

Then followed the nomiination of the 
candidate for vice president and the | 
adjournment of the convention sine | 
die at 7:32 p. m. 

‘The drift to ng developed as; 
s00n as the convention met in the: 
morning and resumed balloting. There 
were four ballots in the first session of 
the day and Harding gained steadily. 


The nomination of Senator Harding 
became a definite political possibility 
about 4 o’clock yesterday morning. At 
that’ hour the conference of United 
States senators that has been meeting 
nightly determined that all humanly 
possible would be done to secure a 
victory for the Ohio senator. 

At about the same hour a majority 
of the members of the national oon 
mittee, if session’ in another part of 
the Congress hotel, decided that they 
had gone almost as far as they could 
in the effort to nominate Gov. Low- 
den. But they were deciding to con- 
tinue the fight and would have gone 
to bat for Lowden yesterday morn- 
ing but for the final decision made 
by the senators and the Washington 
contingent. 


Senators Make Decision. 


Shortly before 4 a. m. the word went 
from the senators to the national com- 
mitteemen that the decision had been 
reached to start the Harding drive. 

Joseph B. Keeling, who has been 
the organizer and general manager of 
the “uninstructed and unpledged”’ 
group of delegates, with which he had 
succeeded in deadlocking the conven- 
tion, Was sent for. He was informed 
of the morning’s prospects and of 
the interjtions and expectations of the 
senatorial conference. 

In the final conference were S@nator 
Wadsworth of New York, former Sen- 
ator Crane of Massachusetts, Senator 
Smoot of Utah, Senator Watson of In- 
diana, Senator Brandegee of Connecti- 
cut, Senator New of Indiana, and for- 
mer Governor Myron T. Herrick of 
Ohio, representing Senator Harding. 
Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania, rep- 
resented in Chicago in part by John 
T. King of Connecticut, had been in 
more or less constant communication 
with Chicago by long distance tele. 


phone. 
‘Dislike Hays’ Ways, 

It is mo secret that the senatorial 
forces have had no particular liking 
for the national committee, and the 
condugt of party affairs by Chairman 
Hays. Nor is it concealed that the 
senators had no inclination to have the 
incoming Republican administraton in 
brotherly relationship to the nationa) 
committee, rather than to the sena- 
tors, if there were to be any prefer. 
ence, after the inauguration. 

In an earlier conference of the sen. 
ators, held shortly after the fourth 
ballot had been taken, the agreement 
was general that Gen. Wood had been 
eliminated as a dangérous factor. The 
views of the national committeemen 
friendly to Lowden coincided with the 
senators on this point, and it is the 
only one on which they did agree. 


Scouts Are Sent Out. 


At midnight, trusted scouts were 
sent into important delegations to ap- 
proximate the probable’ ultimate 
strength of Gov. Lowden. The re- 
ports returned were that Lowden was 
not nearer than striking distance to 
the nomination, so long as the Pennsy!. 
vania delegation remained out of his 
column, and so long as his maximum 
vote in the New York delegation was 
kept under the fifty mark. ! 

This determ. .ed the course of the 
senators, and the decision to go to Sen- 
ator Harding followed. 

Mr. Keeling was again sent for, and 
informed of the impasse that had 
been reached so far as Wood and Low- 
den were concerned. He was advised 
to get his uninstructed and unpledged 
delegates into line for Harding. Later 
the same information was conveyed to 
National Committeeman Hert of Ken- 
tucky and to David W. Mulvane of 
Kansas. There is no reason to doubt 
that. National Chairman Hays, who

the time the convention assembled at 
10 o’Glock the arrangements had been 
made that agsured the votes of Mis- 
souri, West Virginia, Indiana, Wy 
oming, and part ‘of Kansas in the 
Harding lineup. 

The angle of incidence used in Hard 
ing’s behalf as the logical candidate 
with which to break the deadlock was 
that Gen. Wood's nomination had been 
made impossible, because of the type 
of campaign that had been made for 
him in certain direct primary states. 
and antagonism reared that permanent- 
ly prejudiced substantial leaders and 
delegations Against his cause. 

The argument against Gov. Lowden 
was that the so called “ Missouri case”’ 
had made it impractical for him to 
become the nominee on the theory that 
the Repiiblican national campaign 
would have to be defensive from its 
inception. 

Last Word from Penrose. 


The last word from Penrose was 
that he would stand for Lowden if he 
had to in order to defeat Wood, 

At least stich was the situation ar 
reported by John T. King, who was 
deposed last January as Wood cam: 


paign manager, and whose first duty, 


in Chicago was to bring about Ger 
Wood's defeat. 

Frank ‘H. Hitchcock’s contingent 
within the Wood camp withstood the 
fire that was laid under them.

Wood Is Obdurate. 


The Wood lines stood intact whén 
the noon recess was ordered after the 
eighth ballot, but his floor managers 
knew that he was gone.

The first piece of real strategy that be- 
came highly dangerous to Gov. Low- 
den was this noon recess, and this was 
commented upon last night in -the 
inner circles. 

The recess was ordered when Low- 
den had obtained an actual plurality 
over Wood. Had there been an im- 
mediate ballot, some of the leaders 
say, certain of the states carrying 
Wood instructions could have gone 
to Lowden, on the theory that their 
instructions had been carried out and 
that there was no chance for the gen- 
eral to win. 

Lowden Still Hopeful. 

Gov. Lowden himself and his im- 
mediate managers were entirely hope- 
fr’ at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
that a combination could be reached 
between the Wood and Lowden forces 
that would stop the Harding drive that 
was getting into high gear. 

This suggestion was carried directly 
to Gen. Wood from Gov. Lowden. 

At 8 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
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Gen. Wood declined to enter into the 
proposed agreement. 

At that hour he personally had con- 
fidence that he could be nominated. 

A tentative arrangement was made,

Although it was not definitely ascer- 
tained whether Johnson and Borah 
would take off their coats for the nom- 
ineees, other treaty irreconcilables 
came smiling after the convention 
had run over their California candi- 
date, and agreed to be good. 

“I wish Senator Harding all the 
good luck in the world and success in 
his campaign,” said Ralph Strassbur- 
ger, of Pennsylvania, one of the cam- 
paign managers for Senator Johnson. 
“We congratulate Senator Harding.” 


Lowden Men Take Off Coats. 


Not a trace of bitterness could be 
found in the Lowden camp. Disap- 
pointed, of course, were all the men 
who fought for Gov. Lowden, but they 
already have enlisted in the campaign 
to elect Harding. 

“We put up the best fight we could, 
but lost,” said Louis L. Emmerson, 
secretary of state for Illinois, and man- 
ager of the Lowden campaign. ‘‘ Now 
we are out to support the nominee.

J. B. writes asking “the latest 
concerning chemical fumigation.” 
He wants to know “ what be- 
| @came of the New York experi- 
: meént leaving one-half the city unfumi- 
ated, using soap, water, paint, sun- 
light, air, étc.” 


The conclusion drawn from the New 


York City experiment was that fumiga- 
tion did some good, though not a great 
deal, They thought that if the amount 
of money spent on fumigation were used 
to employ nurses and physicians it would 
accomplish more good. Nevertheless, 
though this experiment was made more 
than four years ago, New York City still 
buys a large amount of formalin and 
does a good deal of fumigating. 

Another investigation was a study in 
the spread of’ contagion in Baltimore, 
where they fumigate very thoroughly 
and control fumigation well, and in Prov- 
idence, where they fumigate very little. 

It always difficult and sometimes 
misleading to compare the prevalence 
of contagion in two communities located 
in different parallels and with differing 
population types. .The conclusion drawn 
from the study was that fumigation was 
not helpful. 


In spite of these conclusions, the re- 
ports of which have been widely spread, 
at least 90 per cent of communities still 
_ employ the procedure. Some say this is 
because public sentiment is not easily 
changed; some say it is because health 
departments want their people to feel 
that nothing to control contagion is 
being left undone. Some say that the 
New York conclusion is ample to justify 
them in going on as they are; that fumi- 
gation does some good, although not so 
much as was hoped for a dozen years 
ago. Some say it is justified because it 
sets a definite time and a definite act 
for the termination of isolation or quar- 
antine, and that it causes a thorough 
cleaning, airing, and sunning. 

The little regard in which fumigation 
is now held is due to the discovery that 
contagion is spread more by people than 
by objects, and people cannot be fumi- 
gated. If germs of contagion get on 
beds, rugs, carpets, and walls, they are 
dried quickly and quickly die. Fumiga- 
tion kills all germs living on such sur- 
faces, but the numbers of living germs 
there located is not large. Efforts spent 
in disinfecting sputum, nose secretions, 
and mouth secretions would be more 
effective. 


We are probably not justified in aban- 
doning disinfection until the proof is in, 
and until) that proof shows it gains us 
little or nothing, and the compensating 
efforts, such as more inspectors, more 
nurses, and better disinfection of secre- 
tions, are available.

REPLY. 

She should be under the best care available 
if by throat you mean the laryax, trachea. or 
vocal cords. The outlook in tuberculosis of 
the larynx is very bad. and the only hope lies 
in prompt service of the best available. Tu- 
bereulin may be of service. Heliotherapy is 
‘about the best remedy. In addition there 
should be rest, feeding, open air treatment. 
Sometimes local applications help.

FEVER AND TUBERCULOSIS. 

Anxioue Mother writes: “1. Would 
you please advise me if a person with a 
spot on the lung will run a fever until 
that is cured? 

“2. My daughter is 20 years old and 
has not left the house since October, 1919. 
She does not seem to improve. Would 
you advise me to send her to a different 
climate?” 

REPLY. 

1. Fever in the course of tuberculosis means 
the disease is active. You cannot say the 
disease is cured because there is no fever. In 
fact, not infrequently consumption progresses 
slowly even when there is ho fever. 

2. It is better to send her to a sanitarium in 
your own city or near it. Do not send her 
away fof a climate cure unless she has money 
enough to keep her in comfort without work 
for two years or if there is any likelihood that 
she will be homesick and distontented. 


BAD, TSED IN EXCESS, 

A. L. M. writee: “ What effect will a 
daily use of bromo seltzer have on the 
system or health? An unclé has stomach 
trouble and a good deal of headache. He 
takes it in large doses. Has been taking 
it more or less for two or three years.

THE FARMER’S GAMBLE. 

Virden, Lil., June $.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I have seen numerous edito- 
rials and comments on the farmer and 
the “ soft” job he has, and have a few 
words to say as to what I think about it. 

These city “ wiseacres” are blowing 
around that the farmer works part of 
the year and then sits still with his 
hands folded waiting for the interest on 
his money and the wheat which selis 
for over §2 a bushel. They think that 
the farmer has nothing to kick about, but 
listen, ye “ chair warmers ”: 

The farmer works twelve months a 
year, seven days a week, and twelve to 
fourteen hours a day. When there is 
no planting or harvesting to be done he 
improves his farm and raises stock to be 
gold at the “city controlled” markets. 
Take, for instance, the present time. 
Here in Illinois the farmers have a Very 
small portion of their corn in. Now that 
dry weather has gome they are working 
seven days a weeR and from sun to su‘ 
in planting the crop. Maybe the farmer 
will make a success of his corn; maybe 
not. The same applies to wheat, and 
these two cereals are the main grains 
grown in this part of the country. All 
the farmer can do is to work his head 
off, harder than these city jays ever did, 
while the weather is good, and pray for 
a good crop. 

If the men in the city lose a month 
now it is one month's pay. If the farmer 
loses a month’s time now, or even a few 
days’ or weeks’ time now, his crops for 
the year are ruined and he will go broke, 
fiat broke. 

So remember, all you who think the 
farmer has a soft job, if you would care 
to have your year’s pay rest on the work 
you do and the weather conditions of a 
few weeks’ time. The farmers must 
gamble, gamble with the elements, and 
may lose hundreds of dollars—yes, thou- 
sands—while you still plug along drawing 
a salary. You can a week off and 
lose a week's pay; the farmer does 
he loses a season's.

Solution Offered. 

But we did manage to find one fel- 
low, and a lightweight, too, who offered 
something in the way of a solution.

“is -interesting. Perhaps his system 
may be O. K.; perhaps no good at ail, 
but at any rate there seems to be some 
logic in the way he has figured it out. 
Here’s the way he puts it: 

“I’ve never had a battle with a sou’- 
paw opponent, but it seems to mea 
right hander should be abie to find a 
way. to beat these awkward ‘fellows 
who jab with the right hand and cross 
er hook with the left. Now I think 
that the thing to do when meeting this 
type is to let him jab with his right, 1 
mean not to try to stop him from land- 
ing his jab, for jabs don’t do any dam.- 
age. It’s pretty nearly a cinch that 
after he has found that he can plant 
his right where.and when he wants to} 
he will quickly follow the right with 
his left cross or hook. - Then is the 
time for the right handed fellow to 


work. 
Make Sou'paw Miss. 

“He should take the jab, but always 
keep his eyes watching for the left and 
when it comes over make the sou’paw 
miss with it. Then after missing the 
sou’paw would have shot all he had 
and the chances are he would be off 
his balance which should give a quick 
and alert right handed person the 
chance to speed in with a hard wol.- 
lop.” 

“But what if the sou’paw didn't 
miss?” we timidly asked. 

“Oh, he might not always miss, but 
some time he’s going to and that’s the 
time to send over the stuff that makes 
the birdies sing,” was our informant’s 
reply.

N spite of being well settled, 
southern Michigan still offers ex- 
cellent black bass fishing. Lakes. 
| most of them small and good for 
| Casting, are found in almost every 
county and some of the Michigan 
rivers are not only well stocked with 
bass but are of surprising scenic 
'beauty a& well. Varying conditions 
‘offer both small and large mouthed 
bass fishing, the former being more 
common in the rivers while the big 
mouths are most often taken in the 
lakes. 

There is no particular secret to suc- 
cessful fishing in Michigan nor is spe 
cial tackle needed. Good strings are 
taken there by still fishing, trolling, 
, bait casting, skittering or fly fishing. 
'Pickerel and the common pan fishes 
also abound in —_ Michigan waters. 


Along the coast of Lake Michigan 
are some lakes that are much fished 
but still yield mighty fine catches. 
Take White lake. It used to be used 
for lumbering and old docks, rollways, 
piers and booms abound where casters, 
trollers and still fishers catch bass 
and pickerel. 

In the summer months white bass 
are numerous, the best lure being a 
smal] minnow or a number 10 trout

fly. This lake connects with Lake

Nothing to speak of but 
white bass in the main lake but Wat- 
kazoo and Pine creek bayous offer 
good bass casting. Kalamazoo lake, 
at Saugatuck, is a widening of ‘the 
Kalamagoo river with many channels 
and backwaters; the bass fishing is 
good and pan‘ fishes are more than 
common. 

Do not overlook the rivers that flow 
Into Lake Michigan. The White, Mus 
kegon, Grand, Kalamazoo and St. Joe 
are all good bass streatms and good 
canoeing rivers, flowing, for the most 
part, through prettily wooded coun- 
try. 

Going inland a ways you will find 
a whole nest of lakes north of Kalama 
zoo and reached by interurban from 
that city. Gun lake is a fine piece 
of casting water; then there are Gull, 
Crooked, Pine, Long and Wall lakes. 
South of Kalamazoo you will find 
Austin, Indian, another Long lake 
and the Portage river.

Population 
of Chicago 
2,701,212 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Spe- 
cial.j]—Chicago’s total population is 
2,701,212. The figures were an- 
nounced tonight by the census bureau. 
This represents an increase of 6165,- 
929 over the 1910 population of 2,185,- 
283. The ten year gain was an in- 
crease of 23.6 per cent. 
_Chicago’s percentage increase was 
greater than that of New York, St. 
Louis, Pittsburgh, San Francisco, 
Buffalo, Milwaukee, Newark, Cincin- 
nati, and New Orleans, but less than 
that of Washington, Baltimore, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis, Seattle, and In- 
dianapolis. 


Has Average Increase of Big Cities. 


The average increase computed in 
percentages for the seventeen cities 
with a population of more than 300,000 
for which totals have thus far been 
announced by the census bureau is 
24.2 per cent. The Chicago figure thus 
runs close to the average. 

The New York City incerase was con- 
siderably less than the average, being 
only 17.9 per cent, while Los Angeles 
leads the list with 80.3 per cent. 

The number of inhabitants added to 
Chitago’s population during the ten 
year period, 515,929, was exceeded only 
by New. York, where the increase, 
amounted to 854,268:°~ “Angeles 
added a quarter 6f a@ million. nes 

Cheiago, as the gecond city in the 
United States, has a population slight- 
ly less than one-half that of New York. 
It probably exceeds Philadelphia by ap- 
proximately 1,000,000. 

City’s Slowest Decade. 


The percentage of increase in the 
population of Chicago during the last 
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ten years was less than during any 
other ten year period in the city’s 
history. It was slightly less than dur- 
ing the ten year period from 1900 to 
1910 and much below the ratio in 
previous ten year periods. 

Nevertheless Chicago’s rate of in- 
crease since 1910 was 5.7 per cent 
greater than New York’s during the 
same period. It was the second largest 
growth numerically in Chicago's his- 
tory, and was the third time Chicago 
had shown an increase of more than 
half a million. 


Record by Decades. 

The first census on record shows a 
population for Chicago, in 1840 of 
4,479. It jumped during the next ten 
years 570.3 per cent to 28,269 in 18650. 

In the next ten years it increased 
264.6 per cent, the total in 1860 being 
109,206. The following ten years there 
was a jump of 173.6 per cent, making 
a total of 298,977 in 1870. From 1870 
to 1880 the increase was 68.3 per cent, 
the total in the latter year being 503,- 
298. Then followed an increase of 18.6 
per cent, bringing a total of 1,099,850 
in 1890. From 1890 to 1900 the increase 
amounted to 54.4 per cent, the total in 
the latter year being 1,698,575. The 
population reached 2,185,283 in 1910, 
the increase during the ten year 


period being 28.7 per cent.

Lowden himself and his im- 
mediate managers were entirely hope- 
fv' at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
that a combination could be reached 
between the Wood and Lowden forces 
that would stop the Harding drive that 
was getting into high gear.

Mr. Harding’s father and sister, who 
live here, were the center of enthusi- 
astic groups of townspeople, who dis- 
cussed excitedly the developments of 


ithe day at the Chicago convention. 


The father, Dr. J. P. Harding, a 
practicing physician, received the news 
of the honor to his son on his seventy- 
sixth birthday. He seemed highly 
elated, as did a sister, Abigail Harding, 
who teaches English in the Marion 
school. 

The elder Harding declared that 
he had not wanted his son to be nomi- 
nated, but now that he is nominated 
he declared he would. vote for him for 
president. 

Earlier in the day when Harding's 
nomiation appeared assured, the fa- 
ther tajd intimate friends he hoped 
“Warren” would not be nominated as 
so many presidents and men in high 
office are assassinated.

|COOLIDGE FAMED 
FOR ACTION ON 
POLICE STRIKE 


Vice President. Nemi- 
nee 100% American. 


| Calvin Coolidge, forty-eighth gover- 
nor of Massachusetts, leaped into na- 
tional esteem on Sept. 9 last when 
the crushed the strike of Boston's po- 
lice force. With the city turned over 
to a reign of criminals, Gov. Coolidge 
called out the state troops on the jump 
and summarily discharged more than 
1,200 policemen who had quit their 
posts. 

| This was made the paramount issue 
of the campaign for governor in No- 
vember by his opponent, Richard H. 


Long, who promised to reinstate every 
one of the 1,200 discharged policemen. 
The answer of the people was that 
Coolidge carried Massachusetts—a 
state where normally a 20,000 plurality 
is large—by a plurality of 125,000. It 
was this, the largest vote ever accord- 
ed a governor of Massachusetts, that 
carried Coolidge into the national cam- 
paign. 
A Star Spangled Nominee. 

Gov. Coolidge is a red, white, and 
blue American by birth. He was born 
on the Fourth of July, in Plymouth, 
Vt. He will be 48 years old on next 
Independence day. His father, Col. 
John C. Coolidge of Vermont, is still 
living. 

Gov. Coolidge attended Amherst col- 
lege and later took up the practice of 
law in Northampten, Mass. It was 
there his political career began. His 
rise was steady. He served first in 
the Northampton city council. Subse- 
quently he was elected mayor, city so- 
licitor, clerk of the Hampshire county 
court, state representative, staté sen- 
ator, president of the state senate, lieu- 
tenant governor, and governor. 

He is noted for the brevity of his 
speeches and his dislike for the old 
familiar “ political handshake.” 


Boomed Liberal Laws. 


Among the liberal measures he 
worked for while in the legislature 
were appropriation for pure food bill; 
new housing laws for Boston; free em- 
ployment bureau: old age pension com- 
mission; bill against overtime for 
women and children; pensions for wid- 
ows of policemen and firemen; eight 
hour day for state and city employés; 
workmen's compensation act; pensions 
for school teachers; better medical in- 
spection for schools; limit to assump- 
tion of risk by rail employés; half fare 
for school children, and modification of 
injunction processes. 

The governor’s father, Col. Coolidge, 
was a member of the Vermont senate 
for two years, during which his son 
was in the Massachusetts senate. 

At the time the governor swept the 
‘state by his re@lection President Wil- 
son sent him the following message 
from the sick bed: 

“I congratulate you upon your elec- 
tion as a victory for law and order. 
When that is the issue all Americans 
stand together.” 

“T deeply appreciate your telegram 
of congratulation,” Gov. Coolidge wired 
if reply. “I trust the election will 
,ald in the upholding of the laws of 
‘America in particular and strengthen 


the hand of righteous authority every- 
where.”

If 
the last congressional election is taken 
aS a@ gauge, each Texas delegate rep- 
resented only 
because in 1918 only a total of 5,807 
votes were cast for Republican candi- 
dates for congress.

He wants to know “ what be- 

@ came of the New York experl- 

ment leaving one-half the city unfumi- 

gated, using soap, water, paint, sun- 
light, air, ete.” . 

The conclusion drawn from the New 
York City experiment was that fumiga- 
tion did some good, though not a great 
deal. They thought that if the amount 
of money spent on fumigation were used 
to employ nurses and physicians it would 
accomplish more good. Nevertheless, 
though this experiment was made more 


than four years ago, New York City still 


buys a large amount of formalin and 
does a good deal of fumigating. 


Another investigation was a study in 
the spread of contagion in Baltimore, 
where they fumigate very thoroughly 
and control fumigation well, and in Prov- 
idence, where they fumigate very little. 

It is always difficult and sometimes 
misleading. to compare the prevalence 
of contagion in two communities located 
in different parallels and with differing 
population types. The conclusion drawn 
from the study was that fumigation was 
not helpful. 


In spite of these conclusions, the re- 
ports of which have been widely spread, 
at least 90 per cent of communities still 
employ the procedure. Sore say this is 
because puBlic sentiment is not easily 
changed ; some say it is because health 
departments want their people to feel 
that nothing to control contagion is 
being left undone. Some say that the 
New York conclusion is ample to justify 
them in going on ae they are; that fumi- 
gation does some good, although not so 
much as was hoped for a dozen years 
ago, Bome say it is justified because it 
sets a definite time and a definite act 
for the termination of isolation or quar- 
antine, and that it causes a thorough 
cleaning, airing, and sunning. 

The little regard in which fumigation 
is now held is due to the discovery that 
contagion is spread more by people than 
by objects, and people cannot be fumi- 
gated. If germs of contagion get on 
beds, rugs, carpets, and walls, they are 
dried quickly and quickly die. Fumiga- 
tion kills all germs living on such sur- 
faces, but the numbers of living germs 
there located is not large. Efforts spent 
in disinfecting sputum, nose secretions, 
and mouth secretions would be more 
effective. 

We are probably not justified in aban- 
doning disinféction until the proof is in, 
and until that proof shows it gains us 
little or nothing, and the compensating 
efforts, such as more inspectors, more 
nurses, and better disinfection of secre- 
tions, are available.

THE FARMER’S GAMBLE. 


Virden, Ill., June 9.—[Hditor of The 
Tribune.J—I have seen numerous edito- 
rials and comments on the farmer and 
the “ soft” job he has, and have a few 
words to say as to what I think about it. 

These city “ wiseacres"’ are blowing 
around that the farmer works part of 
the year and then sits still with his 
hands folded waiting for the interest on 
his money and the wheat which sells 
for over $2 a bushel. They think that 
the farmer has nothing to kick about, Dut 
listen, ye “ chair warmers ”: 

The farmer works twelve months a 
year, seven days a week, and twelve to 
fourteen hours a day. When there is 
no planting or harvesting to be done he 
improves his farm and raises stock to be 
sold at the “ city controlled’ markets. 
Take, for instance, the present time. 
Here in Illinois the farmers have a very 
small portion of their corn in. Now that 
dry weather has come they are working 
seven days a week and from sun to sun 
in planting the crop. Maybe the farmer 
will make a success of his corn; maybe 
not. The same applies to wheat, and 
these two cereals are the main grains 
grown in this part of the country. All 
the farmer can do is to work his head 
off, harder than these city jays ever did, 
while the weather is good, and pray for 
a good crop. 

If the men in the city lose a month 
now it is one month's pay. If the farmer 
loses a month's time now, or even a few 
days’ or weeks’ time now, his crops for 
the year are ruined and he wili go broke, 
flat broke. 

So remember, all you who think the 
farmer has a soft job, if you would care 
te have your year’s pay rest on the work 
you do and the weather conditions of a 
few weeks’ time. The farmers must 
gamble, gamble with: the elements, and 
may lose hundreds of dollars—yes, thou- 
sands—while you still plug along drawing 
a salary. You can take a week off and 
lope a week's pay; if the farmer does 
he loses a season's.

No Englishman of literary position 
comes to this country without wanting to know what H. L. Mencken is like, 
because he has had from Mr. Mencken probably the most helpful and certainly 
the most unprejudiced and usually the cruelest criticism in the United States. 

We are the trundle bed of the 
arts, he thinks, and his encouragement has given heart to many a Chicagoan 
who would otherwise have packed his clean collar and gone to live in Green- 
wich Village. 

I was frankly afraid of him. He has a cunning about cutting off an 
author’s head, sticking it on a peg in the marketplace, and letting time do 
the disintegrating. But when he appears he is just an ordinary regular human

“Shakespeare Identified” [Stokes] is written by J. Thomas Looney. -A 
man with a MAme like that should never take up the battle cry of “ Down 
with Shakespeare! Up with Edward de Vere, seventeenth Earl of Oxford!” 
But if one can keep one’s self from being too much amused by the fact of 
his name the book will be most interesting. They say that Walt Whitman, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, Whittier, and Emerson were all certain that Shakes- 
peare didn’t write his own stuff, and Lowell, Byron, Hallam, Disraeli, and the 
gentieman that caused Europe a great deal of trouble, Bismarck, were frankly 
skeptical. Prof. Looney makes out a good case for his candidate, one must 
admit. Times certainly “ave changed. Nowadays it’s the great man who 
signs his name to the work of some clever reporter. 


“The Silence of Colonel Bramble,” by Andre Maurois, extremely popular 
in France when it appeared there a year or so ago, has been translated into 
English and published in this country by John Lane. It is a collection of 
amusing sketches of life at the front, and an especially deft characterization 
of the English. Books about active service, however, leave one rather cold 
these days. The war is like a giant accouchement. The whole world held its 
breath while the shrieks of Europe resounded through the corridors. But 
when it was over and Burope had recovered her health, if not her strength, 
every one, including the sufferer, almost miraculously forgot.

PARIS, June 12.—Shut in an airtight 
bell, Jean Casale, French airman, has 
been experimenting with oxygen- 
breathing apparatus which he hopes 
will enable him to fly seven a half 
miles above the earth. 

When he made his height record he 
used electrified clothes to keep him 
warm, but the effect of the rarefied air 


compelled him to come down sooner 


At eight thousand meters [a meter) 


than he had intended. 


is about 39 inches] he found it difficult 
to raise his arms. When he moved 
them to control his machine it seemed 
like lifting a hundred pounds. 


Spirit Seems to Leave. 


Higher up he became completely in- 
different to everything and felt that 
death and life meant nothing. His 
spirit, he declares, seemed-already de- 
tached from his body. When he neared 
10,000 meters his memory began to 
fail and it was only with great will 
effort that he could pul! himself to- 
gether and begin to descend. 

His experience, however, convinced 
him that if he could get enough oxygen 
to breathe there was no reason why 
he should not reach 12,000 meters, at 
which height his engine would still 
function. To discover how best to ar- 
range an effective breathing apparatus 
the aerotechnic institute at Saint Cyr 
“had an airtight bell set up from which 
the air could be gradually exhausted. 


Makes Mock Record Flight. 
The airman took a seat inside with 


a barometer in-his hand which showed 
the rate of air exhaustion and also 


of the height theoretically reached., 


Two tanks of compressed oxygen were 
also placed inside and the airman was 
fitted with a mask through which to 
breathe. 

In the wall of the bell were two win- 
dows through which those outside could 
see if he made any signs. When the 
pressuré inside the bell reached the 
equivalent of that at 4,000 meters 
Casale began to use oxygen. At the 
equivalent of 6,000 meters he felt cold 
and strengthened the oxygen doses. 

At 9,000 he signaled that everything 
was going well, but those outside 
noticed that he moved his hands slowly 
as if his muscles did not respond to 
his will, in the same way as he had 
found when actually flying at that 
height. 

Flyer Closes His Eyes. 
at 11,000 meters he was seen to close 
his eyes as if ove1ome by the rarefied 
atmosphere in which he was sitting. 
Whenever the barometer showed that 
he was in an atmosphere correspond- 
‘ing to that at 12,000 meters altitude 
he signaled to begin pumping in air 
again and when released he- declared 
that he was perfectly satisfied with the 
_ experiment and hoped soon with the 

apparatus to attempt a flight at 12,000 
meters. In all he spent sixty-seven 
- minutes in the bell.

The award will apply, according to 
the time served, to all employés who 
were in the service May 1, and who 
remained in service, or who have 
come into the service since and re- 
mained. 

The board added that the decision 
will eover only the employés of the 
roads represented by the executives’ 
committee, and of such other roads as 
are properly before the board. “The 
decision, however, will cover approx- 
imately 93 per cent of the railroad em- 
ployés of the United States,” said the 
statement, “and the board will ag 
soon as practicable give a hearing to 
the Fepresentatives of the Short Line 
and other carriers not represented at 
the recent hearings, and as soon aft- 
erward as possible a decision for the 
employés of these carriers will also 
be made.”

We would «eep hard and 
fit, lean and stripped of all fat, of all 
bad living habits, and of all the soft 
vices of civilization.

How much of this 
high per cent of the fruit is sugar and 
how much pulp is not fixed, but: here 
is the way one of the prune advertisers 
describes his frult, which he calls 
“natural sweetmeats ”:

On the other hand, how- 
eyer, the rose window high on the 
west end of the chapel fs such a glort- 
ous splendor of graded purples, crim- 
sons, and yellows as to induce a feel- 
ing akin to ecstasy in the beholder.

“St. Agnes Eve,” “Diamonded with 
panes of quaint device, innumerable 
of stains and splendid dyes,” and the 
shielded scutcheon that, “ blushed with 
blood of kings and queens”? 


The high altar, a temporary copy 
in wood of that in the Sainte Cha- 
pelle,’ was ablaze with lighted candles 
and adorned with American beauty 
roses.

The attitude of investors toward po!ll- 

tics In general and political conventions 
in particular is a curious paradox. There 
is no doubt that a majority of the voters 
are investors, some only to the extent of 
Liberty bonds or life insurance policies, 
but many millions of them owning small 
or large amounts of miscellaneous se- 
curities, 
_It..may be considered fairly certain 
that the proportion of investors is at 
least as large among the delegates to 
the Republican national convention and 
to other conventions as among voters in 
general. None of them, however, ever 
try to protect the legitimate interests of 
themselves or their constituents in in- 
vestments. Apparently none of them 
think of investments and politics on the 
same day. The idea of investments sug- 
gests money and money suggests capital 
with Wall street in the background. 

In view of the fact that most voters 
are directly interested in investments 
it would seem reasonable and necessary 
that their needs should have a just and 
fair hearing in framing policies for gov- 
erning the country, but the only recog- 
nition they get is incidental and subordi- 
nate to other considerations,

The question of shortening the 
period of redemption was discussed at 
a recent meeting of the Mortgage 
Bankers’ club.
